man attempted to strike him, then 
went by taxicab to Lansing and 
returned to Detroit 
from there. 


A. W. A. organ- 
izer at Flint, had expressed fears 
lor Mayo's safety.

Flood deaths stood at 34 in Ten- 


nessee, Arkansas and Mississippi to- 
day while more than 150,000 toave 
been driven from home on the 2,- 
000,000 acres flooded by the Missis- 
sippi and its smaller tributaries. 


Any major failure of the levees 


might multiply this toll many times 
but the answer will not be known 
for a week or more. 


Lieutenant Colonel Eugene Rey- 


bold, Memphis* district 
engineer 


chief, reiterated today 
previous 


statements that so far the major 
levees are holding well. 


See 62-Foot Peak 


Engineers estimate the descent of 


the Ohio river's all-time high crests 
will bring a 62-foot peak at Cairo 
about Feb. 2, with Memphis getting 
a record peak of 55 feet four or 
five days later. Memphis' gauge was 
44 today. 


Meteorologist William E. Barren, 


veteran river observer at Cairo, es- 
timated, however, that Cairo's peak 
would be only 60 to 61 feet, barely 
over the city's 60-foot seawalL 


After the 1927 deluge, the Missis-

"No crest waters have yet enter- 


ed the district," Colonel Reynold 
declared. "No levee anywhere is in 
a dangerous condition. All levees 
still have a reasonable freeboard:

City, 111., where 650 men, 50 wom- 
en and 175 CCC boys were remov- 
ed to ihigher ground.

For when employes who want to 


keep on working see a sit-down 
striker trying to tie up their plant, 
they will not deal with him as a 
person entitled to protection un- 
der the law, but as one who is 
himself a trespasser. 


This result flows naturally from 


the statement authorized by the 
secretary of labor here to the ef- 
fect that the question of legality or 
illegality of sit-down strikes is a 
vague twilight zone that has not 
been determined. 


Such a comment is derived from 


the theory that a workman some- 
how acquires a right of property in 
the job itself and that he can seize 
a portion of a plant as a means of 
holding his own job against some- 
one who might be hired to replace 
him. 


Must Work Both Ways 


But if this theory as sound, it 


works both ways in practice. Gen- 
eral Motors claims it has 79 per 
cent of its employes anxious to goj 
back to work. Within the last 24 
hours, various plants have been 
reopened and loyal workers have 
gone into the plants. 
What will 


happen when someone tues inside 
a plant to prevent them 
from 


working will probably be unknown 
to the outside world, as at will be 
a case of might makes right—ma- 
jority rule under force. 


This regrettable situation, which 


tuans .the clock back many cen- 
turies and substitutes anarchy for 
democracy, is the direct result of 
the unlawful seizure of company 
property by strikers in the first 
instance and the unwillingness of 
the Roosevelt administration to 
condemn such unlawful acts pub- 
licly or of the authorities of the 
state of Michigan to enforce the 
laws of property in that state. 


Already It is reported that, in 


other auto plants, outside the Gen- 
eral Motors 
company, sit-down 


strikers have been roughly treat- 
ed by their fellow workmen. Hith- 
erto, violence due to picketing has 
gone on outside factories an the 
public thoroughfares, but now it 
will occur inside the plants, where 
the law will be taken into the 
workmen's own hands. 


Situation Must End 


Such a situation cannot go on 


without a major episode that is 
calculated to bring the whole con- 
troversy/ to a tragic climax, and it 
is this aspect of the developments 
which is most feared today.

power" from congress to compel 
various paities to an industrial dis-

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HOW ABOUT THE SITDOWX STRIKE? 


There is one great virtue in the sit- 


down strike that wasn't always manifest 
in labor disputes, for the sitdown strike 
abolishes hypocrisy, and just takes charge. 


Previous to the importation of this 


French article \ve had what was called 
peaceful picketing. When you pronounced 
this expression you looked heavenward or 
bit your lower lip. There wasn't any la- 
bor strike of major proportions that had 
peaceful picketing. 
Of if the 
sort of 


picketing that was in evidence should be 
called peaceful then what does war look 
like? 


But there is one thing that cannot be 


done with a labor dispute and that is de- 
cide it either upon what is called logic 
or law. 
If you resort only to such means 


the result is likely to be about as stark 
injustice as could ever result from mere 
good intentions, which, we may be re- 
minded, constitute the materials in the 
pavements in hell. 


There is growing up in this country 


the conviction that the worker has a right 
of property in his job comparable to the 
employer's right of property in his plant. 
The demands of justice are watering this 
proposition day and night and a soil that 
has been fertilized with free speech and a 
free press is likely to do the rest. 


Of course, in truth, we have not yet 


arrived at the point where our laws rec- 
ognize the worker's right of property in a 
job and therefore the strikers with their 
sitdown methods cannot enjoy a position 
of advantage in our courts. 


These strikes have other virtues. They 


center our attention upon the generally 
unequal, and therefore unfair, equipment 
•with which each side to the controversy is 
armed. When we see and begin to ap- 
preciate the basic wrong evidenced when 
an employer will not treat with an or- 
ganization of his workers or the similar 
•wrong that is presented when a small per- 
centage of the workers insist upon acting 
for them all, we may tussle more realis- 
tically with the problem, and if we do will 
doubtless make some progress. 


We nourish the opinion that two laws, 


if properly supported by 
constitutional 


authority and backed by public opinion, 
would go a long way to eliminate the 
wastage and wrong of strikes. One would 
be to prevent a strike under any circum- 
stances for a certain reasonable term, 30 
or 60 days, after the dispute has arisen 
and the other, to prevent a strike becom- 
ing operative until the lapse of another 
short but reasonable period 
after 
the 


gauntlet has been thrown doxvn. 


This takes the element of hotheaded- 


ness, a very large clement, out of the con- 
troversy. It also eliminates the violently 
untrue misstatements that may be made 
by either side and are often 
inducing 


causes, by giving the other side a fair 
chance to present its facts, and the people 
involved the opportunity of reading, con- 
sidering, and cooling off.

THE END OF A TABOO 


When syphilis can be discussed in a radio 


broadcast another breach has>been made in the 
taboo which is the chief defense of that great 
public enemy from vigorous attack. Public spir- 
ited newspapers in increasing numbers have 
been defying the taboo and entering the war 
against the plague. If the new agency of public 
information and discussion, the radio, opens on 
the enemy, progress toward victory \\-ill be not- 
ably accelerated. The first essential of establish- 
ing an effective general system for the reduc- 
tion of this dread disease is to give the public 
the facts. Only when public opinion knows 
how grave and widespread is this affliction 
can the public measures and the public coopera- 
tion required to combat it successfully be ob- 
tained. 


The problem is unique in one respect. The 


necessary process of public education as to 
other destructive diseases has not been ham- 
pered by fear of discussion. Syphilis, although 
it ranks with cancer, tuberculosis and pneu- 
monia as the four great killing diseases, has 
alone been protected by a general refusal to 
discuss it, to publish the truth of its tragic 
wastage of life and happiness. Until this atti- 
tude has been completely broken down the 
plague will continue and even increase. 


It is encouraging to read, therefore, in the 


Baltimore Health News, publication of the Bal- 
timore health department, the report of a radio 
broadcast in which public health officials of 
Maryland. Alabama, and New York discussed 
over the air general aspects of the problem of 
syphilis and the means of solution. There was 
nothing in this discussion that could offend any 
sensible hearer, and we think it a model, dem- 
onstrating that the subject can be handled effec- 
tively v.ith full consideration of the sensitive 
and yrt with justice to the facts which must be 
placed before the public. 


Public health officials will naturally, and are, 


taking the lead in the fight against what is a 
great plague, but they must have the aid and 
cooperation of the medical profession, of the 
press and of all individuals of intelligence who 
lave come to realize the far reaching and dread- 
ful consequences of this disease. 


To create an Informed and determined public 


opinion which will insist upon and support ade- 
quate measures and agencies, in short, a system 
of warfare to abolish syphilis in this country, 
hr radio can be made a powerful aid.—^Chicago 
Tribune,

HOW'S YOUR. OBESITY? 


A good many individuals who are 


overweight and fond of a drink or 
several drinks daily wonder why 
in spite of excluding this and that 
from their diet, they continue to 
put on excess flesh. 


A seven ounce glass of 
milk 


yields 135 calories. A hall pint oi 
beer yields 135 calories. An aver- 
age cocktail yields 230 calories. Two 
slices of bread and butter yield 210 
calories. Two fried or boiled eggs 
yield 150 calories. 


A sedentary adult requires from 


2400 to 2800 calories a day to mam- 
tain normal weight. He or she uses 
approximately 58 calories by walk- 
ing one mile or any equivalent ex- 
ercise or work or play.

That recovery and relief outlays 


should shrink from an estimated 
$2,816,000,000 in fiscal 1937 to $1,- 
853,154,000 in fiscal 1938, which be- 
gins next July 1. 


Labor troubles already are af- 


lecting marine and automobile in- 
dustries. Steel and coal difficulties 
are possible for early spring. More- 
over, coal, steel and automobile 
industries are allied in an "Evers- 
to-Tinker-to-Chance" combination 
by which injury to one hurts the 
other. Automobiles need steel which 
needs coal. 


For a serious strike to develop in 


one or all might throw the budget 
out of gear in two directions. The 
national income might be consider- 
ably affected so that tax receipts 
would fall below expectations.

chines, if any they had, from their 
places of business. 


"However, in view of the fact that 


some may have missed the newspa- 
per item, and believing that all con- 
cerned should receive a notice, we 
are taking this method of notifying 
everyone "concerned that slot ma- 
chines cannot be operated in Outa- 
gamie, County. 
. 


"These machines, you will grant, 


are at the best unfair gambling de- 
vices. A player hasn't any. chance to 
win and will lose considerably if 
he plays them long enough. We un- 
derstand that there is a division of 
profits between the owner and op- 
erator, but, if it is considered who 
the owners generally are and that 
they may have a dozen or more 
machines' operating in this territory, 
it is obvious that most of the prof- 
its and most of the money spent by 
patrons will go out of the county. 


"We are appealing to you as a 


good law-abiding citizen and as one 
interested generally in the .future 
welfare of the taverns themselves 
to co-operate with us in stamping 
out the slot machine evil. With your 
help we can keep Outagamie county 
clean, a place that we are proud 
to. live in, and one which we are 
proud to serve in our official ca- 
pacity.''

"Q" is just about always fol- 


lowed by another letter of the al- 
phabet. When we write "Q" in any 
common word, it has "U" after it 
Take, for instance, "queen." "quick," 
"quite" or scores of other words. It 
would be a mistake, however, to 
suppose that "Q" is never written 
•without "U" after it—certain for- 
eign names start with "Q" but have 
no "U" in them. Examples of such 
names are Qain, Qairwan and Qais. 


We could iget along very well 


without the letter "Q " The letters 
"KW" would do the work just as 
well as "QU." We could write 
"kwick," "kwite." and "kwecn," 
but at first they would look a little 
"kweer." 


For hundreds of years of its 


history, the letter "R" was u-ritter? 
very much like our present letter 
"P." Sometimes the loop was made 


so large as to go clear to the bot- 
tom of the 
downstroke, making 


the letter look like "D." In Greece 
"R" was called "rho," and another 
olden name for it was "resh" mean- 
ing "head" The Romans are the 
ones who put an extra downstroke 
under the loop, and make "R" look 
like the modern letter. 


"Shin" was an early name for 


"S" It meant "Tooth." for a long 
while it ivas made like a modern 
"W" and then it looked like a pair 
of teeth- Certain Greek writers were 
not careful when they made this 
letter. They set it up on end, and 
gave it a form something like the 
present "S." The Romans finished 
the work of making the "S" look 
like the letter we write today. 


"T" was the last letter in the old 


Phoenican alphabet. It had the 
name \"Tav," meaning "mark." In 
early times it was written in a way 
which made it look like an upright 
cross. Later the crossbar was put 
at the top of the up-and-down line, 
making it look like the capital "T," 
but not like small "t " 


Since the days of the Phoeni- 


cians, several other letters have 
been added to the alphabet. We shall 
speak of these in our next story.

In the matter of the coiffure, too,
